Money NEEDED FOR THE BALANCE OF CURRENT YEAR 
At the last School Meeting the district failed to raise the 
$340.00 recommended for expenses of Administration. Be- 
cause of the increase of the rate of High School Tuition our 
payment under that item for the current year will be $80.00 
in excess of the appropriation. We therefore recommend 
that under article 10 of the warrant the district raise $420.00 
to meet a deficit for the current year ending June 30, 1924. 
The amount recommended here makes no provision for 
any sum which it will be necessary to expend between April 
1 and June 30, 1924, if the district votes, under article 5 of 
the warrant, to continue the transportation of children living 
less than two miles from school.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


February 8, 1923. 
To the School Board and Citizens: 


- The outstanding fact for the year since the last district 
meeting has been the struggle to defend our schools against 
being crippled by the cut of over two thousand dollars in the 
appropriation. 

We have been fortunate in having so many home teachers 
who consented to remain without increase in salary. During 
the summer, we found that we would secure a considerable 
sum in state aid. This, with one or two other items of finan- 
cial good fortune, encouraged us to retain these teachers at 
their former salary and we face the end of the current year 
with a probable deficit which is a small fraction of what we 
had reason to anticipate at first. 

The following table compares the first four years under 
the new school law with respect to several important items.

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The membership, you will note has increased twenty-three 
per cent. The per cent of attendance was lowest last year, but 
will prorably be better for the current year. The large 
amount of tardiness seems entirely unnecessary. 

The increasing number of visits by the superintendent is 
given as an introduction to the comment that the refusal by 
one district in the supervisory union to pay its share toward 
the salary of the superintendents secretary may, if success- 
ful, reduce the efficiency of the office to a considerable degree. 

Our state aid, though nearly cut off for two years, has 
amounted to $5,900 in the four years. This year we have 
awaiting us, aS soon as we can pay our obligations to the state, 
the sum of $1,249. Next year we have reason to expect over 
$1,400. 

The average salary paid to our teachers, while it has in- 
creased in the past dozen years by about the same per cent 
as our total expenditures, is so far below the average salary 
for the state that it cannot usually attract trained or experi- 
enced teachers from out of town. 

A part of the expenditure for repairs has gone toward the — 
improvement of the buildings but much must be charged to 
mere upkeep. Enough has been spent for text books to im- 
proved their quality and increase their variety somewhat, as 
well as to provide for replacement of worn out sets. 

Considering the size of the district, Loudon schools are 
costing less than those of any other rural town in the super- 
visory union, The other towns are spending from 13% to 
37% more per child and from 8% to 40% more per school, 
according to statistics for the year closing last June. 

In view of the financial handicap with which the current 
year started, we have reason to be pleased with the condition 
of our schools at the present time. 

To those who fear that modern schools are neglecting “The 
Three R’s” I present the following : 

Last November five thousand pupils in the eighth grades 
of the state were tested in spelling and arithmetic. The 
arithmetic test was one given in 1846 in Springfield, Massa- 
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chusetts, a city noted for many years for the excellence of 
its school. The average rank for the Springfield ninth grade 
in 1846 was 29.41%; for the New Hampshire eighth grade 
in 1923, 49.29%; for the Loudon eighth grade, 54%. On 
the spelling test the state average was 67.42%, seventy-three 
towns and cities securing an average of 75% or more. Lou- 
don’s average was 71%. 

I cannot believe that the citizens of Loudon will, either by 
intention or through neglect, leave their schools in the finan- 
cial straits where the vote of a year ago placed them. Is it 
too much to hope that, in addition to providing adequate funds 
for maintenance, you will soon adopt the policy of putting 
one building into really excellent condition every year?
